The House, at least, does not 
seem disposed to change the whisky tax in 
apy material respect. Yesterday the tax bill 
belong under consideration in the House, Mr. 
Adams, of Kentucky, moved to ameod 
so a6 t6 provide that esch distiller 
sbal) pay four dollars on each berrel of dis- 
tilled spirits produced by him, counting forty 
gallons of proof spirits to the barrel. By the 
pending bill eacn distiller who makes as much 
as twenty-five barrels of distilled spirits is 
texed one dollar, and, for each barrel in excess 
of twenty-five barrels, he pays four dollars in 

In other words, he is texed at the 
rate of four dollars on every barrel of dis- 
tilled epirite be may make, whether the 
number of barrels be twenty-five or morw 
than twenty-five. The amendment did not 
propose to change the tax on distillers who 
distill twenty-five barrels or more, but to re- 
quire the distiller to pay at the rate of four 
dol.ars on every barrel, no matter how many 
barrels he may distill. It enabled the small 
distiller, who makes ices than twenty-fire 
bertels, to engage in the business by paying 
a tax according to the amount of business be 
may do. The amendment, however, was lost 
by twenty majority, the Weys and Means say-

Gen. Jordan’s Report. 


General Jonpas, who was formorly

| come Chief of Staff of the army, and who

Government of the United States in the 
Cuban movement, has appeared before the 


his views on the situation. Since his re- 
turn to this country, Gen.J oRDAN has evinc- 
ed much enthusiasm and confidence in the 
cause which he bas espoused. He declares 
that the revolutionists have plenty of men, 


way of money, arms and supplies. He says 
that the Cubans figbt like heroes, and that 
the colored troops, of whom his army is 
largely composed, fight nobly. He is very 
confident that the people with whom he is 
allied will eventually secure their liberties 
unaided, but he seeks assistance that this 
happy consummation of their struggle 
may be accelerated. 

The Cubans have held out fora long 
time, but this fact is not an assurance of 
their success. They hold their own, but 
their own 1s in a limited sphere, and they 
do not ecem to gain ground. A more fa- 
vorable opportunity for a revolution could 
not have presented itself than that which 
was seized by those who inaugurated the 
precent movement. pain was convulsed 
by a revolution at home, and the weakness 
that bad fastened itself on her Government 
had debilitated it to the point of dicsolu- 
tion. The remaining energies of the Span- 
ish people were directed against each 
other, and little was left to be expended in 
the subjugation of a rebellious distant col- 
ony. The Spanish yoke had been heavy, 
and at this critical moment the bolder spir- 
its among the Cubans essayed to throw it 
off. The banner of revolt was raised, 
but there wasa hesitation and apparent 
apathy among those who were expected 
to gather under it, that resulted in the 
leadcrs calling hordes of negroes to their 
assistance. Weare told they fight bravely. 
They may do so, but they have not yet 
driven the Spaniards from the soil of Cuba. 
We are told that the insurrectionary army 
holds its position. It may do so for acen- 
tury, and yet not secure the political inde- 
pendence of Cuba. The Indians who bu- 
ried themselves in the impenetrable eyer- 
glades ot Florida held their tion 
for years, and the Indians who 
may now hide themselves in inaccessible 
fasimesses of the Rocky Meuntains may 
continue to hold their position for years to 
come, but in neither instance were they, 
nor are they, the monarchs of the wide do- 
main around and beneath them. The 
geographical features of the Island of 
Cuba are peculiarly adapted to a defen- 
sive warfare tuch as is sustained by the 
Cuban army.

us say, without meaning any offense, im- 


pleasure. Why is this? 
because religionists found their idea of 
pleasure wm <4 lalse conception, and 
pursue 4 mistaken course ot 
education, which does not beer the rack 
of time. From our school days upward 
we ere taught by this mistaken system 
that if anything is pleasent it is pretiy 
eure to prove to be wrong. It is attempt- 
ed to represent even croquet and base bal] 
ratber in their utilitarian aspects, as good 
for the body, just as grammar is good for 

soul, than as means of pleasure and 
enjoyment. The notion that pleasure as 
pleasure is a desirable thing is repugnant 
to the heart of the commonplace teach- 
er. The theological idea that mortals 
are sent here as toa plece of sore clas- 
tisement and mortification must be main- 
tained. The more dull, difficult and un. 
intelligible a book, the more suitable it is 
for the use of readers. All the most ob. 
viously uninicresting books are on that 
account (he more crediiable kind of read- 
ing. If a lad be found poring over Suiru’s 
Church Lexicon, he is well thought of, be- 
cause it is dull and dismal; bat if he 
were laughing over Loruata or Eowix 
Droop nine people out of 
ten would declare him, in com- 
parison with the disciple of Surrn, to be 
wasting his time. That pleasure, amuse- 
ment, mere recreation, thorough unbend- 
ing, is a legitimate object of deijberate pur- 
suit, is a truth pretty invariably disparaged, 
apparently for no other reason than that 
the man immoderately addicted to self-in- 
dulgence is a very bad sort of man. Peo- 
ple do not seem to suspect that it is possi 
ble to be just as immoderately and evilly 
addicted to work as to indulgence, and 
that an equal amount, though ofa differen; 
kind, of mischief may accrue to one’s fam- 
jly trom excess in one direction as in the 
other. The proposition that all pleasant 
things ere richt le ontrne, bat it «certainly 
not so radically untrue as the theological 
proposition that most pleasant things are 
wrong. And the prevalence of the more 
untrue of these two absurdities has an es- 
pecially mischievous effect. Its constant 
presence, exerting an influence of whose 
operation one is mostly unconscious, 
checks — ard, if it be supported 
by other mfluences, such as 6 (68 
conviction that mirth is unscriptural, ac- 
tually extinguishes—all blitheness and 
freedom of spirit. Why shocld nota jo- 
cund capacity for pleasure and enjoyment 
be as eagerly desired by parents and teach- 
ers as & capatvity for remembering dates 
or names? It may be said that nature 
settles the first, and that she only is re- 
sponsible for it, whereas, though she may 
have to give one the faculty of memory 
in the first instance, 1t must be developed 
trom without afterwards. As if nature 
could be responsible for the cheertulness 
and joyousness of a creature whom every 
care is habitually taken to depress. This 
is the department in which the mora] part 
of education has always been weakest, 
though yigorous attempts are occasionally 
made to strengthen it. That people should 
be trained and encouraged to be upright, 
sclf-controlling, industrious and magnani- 
mous is never denied. But there is every bit 
as much reason why the faculty of being 
jolly, of finding an eager pleasure in all

BURIAL OF THE DEAD
